You will order 
a brace mainsail. The men come aft, grab for a brave and 
pick up with the rope about a pound of dog. One of them 
swears, kicks the first dog he sees, the dog in turn bites the 
tirst dog he sees, that dog passes the bite, and they all wind 
up in a terrific yelling. You can’t help laughing, however. 
I was always very fond of dogs ; but I am satisfied.’ ”

The Case of CO J. C. White.—A copy of G. C.-M. O. 82, 
Hdgrs Dept. of the East, Nov. 2, 1881, now before us, em- 
bodies the results of the recent trial by Court-martial of Capt. 
J. C. White, 1st Artillery. The composition of the court and 
other particulars have already been set forth in our columns, 
On the 9th of September last, Capt. White received an offi- 
cial letter from the Acting Post Adjutant at Fort Warren, Ist 
Lieut. A. H. Merrill, 1st Artillery, informing him that Lieut.- 
Col. Best, the post commander, directed him to explain by 
what authority, during the hme pees command of the post 
which Capt. White had exercised for a short time on the day 
——-. the latter officer had compelled the steamer Reso- 

, Which carries visitors to the island, to abandon the hour 
fixed for her revurn by the = commander, thus causing 
them a delay of five or six hours. Capt. White responded 
the same day with a statement that his action in regard to 
the Resolute having been taken while in command of the 
post, he was only amenable to higher authority than that 
vested in the post commander; that he was prepared to show 
to such higher authority that his action was necessary and 
for the a good; and that his declining to make the same 
explanation to the post commander was based on the tone of 
the communication calling for it. He did, however, deny 
that any visitors were delayed five or six hours by his actiou. 
The following day the t adjutant, by direction of Col. 
Best, informed Capt. ite that he considered the latter's 
refusal of obedience to bis letter a grave military error and au 
act of insubordination for which he was forced to call Capt. 
White to account; and accordingly Capt. White was directed 
to consider himself in arrest within the limits of the post. 
Capt. White at once asked for a Court of Inquiry. setting 
forth his view of the facts, giving reasons why a Court of 
Inquiry would be, in his conception, more just to him thana 

urt-martial, as he complained of a wrong done to him by 
a superior officer, and also adding that he had no intention 
of disobeying any legal order of the post commander, and 
that he had n for sixteen days in attendance, during all 
his leisure moments, on two of his family critically ill. being 
himself,in a state of complete prostration when Col. Best's first 
communication reached him. 

Col. Best preferred two charges against Capt. White, the 
first of violating the 21st und the second of violating the 62d 
Articles of War. The specification under the first recites 
the letter first sent by Col. Best to Capt. White, and declares 
that the latter refused and failed to comply with the order 
contained in it. The specifications under the second charge 
recites Capt. White's answer, and declares it to be insubor- 
dinate in tone, unwarrantably aspersing the motives of his 
superior officer, and subversive of good order and military 
discipline. 

The accused pleaded not guilty to the charges, but admitted 
some facts in the specifications. The court found him guilty 
of the charges and the specitications, and sentenced him to 
be reprimanded in orders by the Department Commander. 
Gen. Hancock ere the findings and sentence, and, 
after saying in G. O. 82 that the evidence showed that the 
change in the steamer’s hours fixed by schedule approved at 
Dept. headquarters, had been made without ‘any exigency 
of the public service” requiring it, and also that the perma- 
nent post commander, as responsible for the due execution 
of permanent post regulations, which also included others 
in the harbor, bad a right to call upon the accused for an 
explanation. He delivered the reprimand in the following 
language : This is the second time that Capt. White has 
been convicted by General Court-martial of disobedience of 
orders and conduct prejudicial to good order and military 
discipline. Meanwhile, between these two trials, he has 
also twice been arraigned, tried, convicted, and sentenced by 
other General Courts-martial under the same charge of con- 
duct to the prejudice of good order and military discipline, 
so that each of these offences may be considered as repeated 
ones. Upon due consideration of the accused’s written 
defence in the present case, taken in connection with these 
previous judgments of military tribunals, the department 
commander regrets to find a tone of insubordination and 
disrespect towards superior military authority, and improper 
allusions to subordinates, still characterizing Capt. White's 
official utterances. If he desires to continue in the military 
service, a radical change should take place in his official con- 
duct towards those with whom he is associated, and the de- 
partment commander hopes that this reprimand will be a 
ey warning.

Purchase of Fuel.—The Secretary of War, in answer to

G. H. Wadleigh writes as follows to the Secretary of the 


avy: 
Six : I have the honor to report the arrival of the Alliance 
at this port Oct. 10. We left Hammerfest, Sept. 16, and 
proceeded to Sp:tzbergen, cruising under sail uaotii the 25th, 
and gettiag as far north as 79 deg. 3 min. 36 sec. In 
obedience to the Department’s orders not to remain on my 
crusims gcound later than Sept. 25, on that dite I started 
for this port, fullowiag the ice liwit as much as the weather 
permitted, and locating tue ice at several points, findiag it 
tar to the eastward of the ordinary limit. 

The weather since Sept. 20 has been a succession of gales, 
snow, sleet, and dense fogs, so that I found that with the 
limited amount of coal and provisions in the ship, it would 
be unsafe to attempt to reach Capo Brewster even ir the con- 
dition of the ice, which usually extends from 70 to 130 miles 
from the Greenland coast, would permit of our doing so. 
In my opinion no ship should attempt to force a passage to 
the east-coast of Greenlaud without being fitted to pass at 
least one wioter in the ice. 

Off the north coast of Iceland we spoke the fishing 
steamer North Oap, of Bergen, Norway, and I was able to 
send my Spitzbergen ice pilot home by her. 

I am informed by Governor Finssen, who has been very 
kind and taken much trouble to obtain information iu regard 
to drift matter on the coasts of this island, that last June 
part of the mast of a large vessel with considerable copper 
or metal of some sort attached, was left by the ice on the 
northeast coast near a The Governor has given 
orders to have it carefully examined, and if any marks or 
means of identification are found he will send the iuforma- 
tion to the Danish minister at Washington. 

The ship Jamestown, of Boston, loaded with lumber, 
drifted ou shore June 26 north of Cape Reikanes, about 30

From my own observations and the information I have 
been able to obtain, tue ice this year has beea much heavier 
and further to the south than usual. 

Toe Norwegian Walrus hanters who ordinarily go to 
Hinlopen Siraits and even further on the nortu coast of 
Spitzbergen without much trouble, this year did not get as 
far north as this ship. Wybe Jans Water, on the south coast, 
was full of ica, which extended east from Hope Island 
nearly to Cape Petterman, Nova Zembia, Kara Sea was 
also repoited full of ice.

“Tt is very apparent that an officer who can obtain ser- 
vice through influential friends must have a great advantage 
over all others, and the least deserving may get the most 
important duties. Duty will be assigned according to the 
requirements of the Navy, and those officers will be as- 
signed to service who are known to be most competent to 


perform it.

THE ARCTIC EXPEDITIONS. 


Tue U. 8. revenue steamer Thomas Corwin, Captain C. L. 
Hooper, returned to San Francisco, Oct. 21, after an absence 
of 169 days, having left ey An 1881, for her regular anoual 
cruise along the coast of Northern Alaska, and around the 
Arctic Basin, She was commissioned to act as a coast guard, 
to prevent unlawful trading, such as selling arms and liquor 
to the native Innuits, and to offer all possible aid to com- 
manders of the American whaling fleet, and assistance to 
any shipwrecked seamen, whalemen, or traders whom she 
might encounter in the execution of her duty while patrolling 
the northern coast line of the United States of America. 
Captain Hooper was further instructed to search for intelli- 
gence of either the missing whalers Vigilant and Mount 

Wollaston, and the exploring steamer Jeannette, 

In regard to the probable safety of the Jeannette, the Alia 
California, in noticing the voyage of the Corwin, says: 
To the eastward of Herald Island, a long open canal of clear 
water extends northward as far as the eye can reach. It is 
up through this open passage that the Jeannetle is known to 
have proceeded, and both Captain Hooper and the whalemen 
believe she thus passed far toward the north the first season, 
without being able to approach either Herald Island or the 
first two or three hundred miles of the eastern coast of 
Wrangel Land. No expedition which has since sailed could 
possibly reach her in her present position. Out of 108 Arctic 
sledge expeditions, the first one is yet to be lost in the his- 
tory of Arctic explorations. 

Now, the Jeannette was pashed northward through this 
channel with a view of reaching the highest possible latitude 
and of coming out on the Coast of Greenland in the Atlantic 
Ocean, if such a thing was ible. Sue had seventy-seven 
dogs, with sufficient dog sleds, provisions, and clothing to 
convey her entire crew. She was fitted to remain at the ex- 
treme north for three years, and her visions could be 
eked out for five years, if necessary. Where she has gone 
there is an abundance of game, and the party have ample. 
stores of ammunition. Lieutenant Schwatka and 
travelled by sleds for fifteen months, and supported thé 
entire party, dogs included, all-that time, by game shot with 
their rifles. Captain De Long in case of disaster, 
make for the southern end of Wrangel Land with bie dog- 
sleds, and there await relief. If le, he would cross the 
ice from Wrangel Land to Cape North, Siberia, and remain 
with the Tchucktchis until a relief vessel arrived. For two 
seasons relief vessels have been sent, and all these places 
have been explored, without finding any traces of any party 
from the Jeannette. What better news could we have? for 
this is strong presumptive evidence thit the Jeannette is all 
safe, and gallantly pursuing the live of explorations marked 
out for her wheu she left our port about two years ago. 
Both on the Atlantic and Pacific sides of the Arctic, all ac- 
counts agree in pronouncing the past season the must open 
one known. 

The Corwin stopped at Plover Bay to coal August 2, just 
seven days after the United States relief steamer Rodgers 
had left. There she found the schooner Golden Fleece, with 
Lieutenant P. H. Ray, J. 8.

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THE NAVY PAY CORPS. 

Par Direcror J. H. Warmouen was assigned by 
the President, on Tuesday last, to duty as the Chief of 
Bureau of Clothing and Provisi:»n, temporarily. Since 
the retirement of Paymaster-G2neral Cutter the Chief 
Clerk of the Bureau has been acting as Chief. 

The appointment of a permanent Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Provisions and Clothing is yet unmade. The 
name of Pay Director Watmough was sent to the Sen 
ate last week, but when referred to the Committee on 
Naval Affairs no action was taken on it. At least, the 
consideration of it was postponed for the present. It 
therefore did not come before the Senate for contirma- 
tior. The committee, in deferring action, appear to 
have been prompted by certain reports made by parties 
reflecting on the administration of the affairs of the 
bureau by Gen. Watmough, while he was chief, under 
Secretary Robeson. To properly consider these charges 
more time was required than the Senate Committee had 
at its command before adjournment. It is currently 
reported that the President will appoint Gen. Wat- 
mough Chief of the Bureau during the recess of the 
Senate, and again submit his nomination in De- 
cember. 

Paymaster Stevenson appeared before the new board 
convened to examine him, Oct. 28, and his case was 
finished the next day. This board was composed of 
Pay Directors Abbot and Wallach and Pay Inspector 
Stewart, none of whom are supposed to be aspirants 
for the position of Paymaster Geaeral. They were be- 
lieved to be perfectly impartial in their examivation in 
that case. The first examination of Paymaster Steven- 
son having extended over a much broader field than had 
been usual under similar circumstances, the second was 
confined to the customary procedure in the cases of 
paymasters up for promotion to be pay inspectors. It 
is understood that the board recommended Paymaster 
Stevenson for promotion. If the proceedings are ap- 
proved, he will be entitled to be appointed, during the 
recess of the Senate, to take rank from Jan. 18, 1881, 
the date of the retirement of Pay Inspector Davis. It 
will be observed that in the confirmations in the corps, 
last week, this vacancy was left open, Paymaster Cas. 
well having been nominated and confirmed to take rank 
from Aug. 31, 1831. the date of the retirement of Pay 
Director Cutter. The same course was pursued in -the 
inferior grades, a vacancy having been left open to date 
back in January for Passed Asst.- Paymaster Harris, to 
be a paymaster, and Assistant Paymaster Horey to be 
-@ passed assistant paymaster. These officers could not 
be passed over, by the nomination of their juniors, to 





: 





unless they had been suspended from promotion, by 
due process of law, or placed on the retired list. 

Commissions for the six new assistants were issued 
on October 1st. ‘They are: Mr. Carpenter, of Ken- 
tucky, a nephew of Pay Inspector Cosby, who, for a 
young, man, being just over twenty-one, has had much 
experience as a paymaster’s clerk, and passed a very 
fine examination; Mr. Hunt, of New York, a son of 
the Secretary, who graduated at Yale, and is acknow- 
ledged to be a young gentleman of excellent character 
and fine ability; Mr. Mudd, of Missouri, a graduate of 
the Naval Academy, who surrenders his position in the 
line for an appointment in the staff corps; Mr. Calvert, 
of Pennsylvania, a descendant of Richard Rush; Mr. 
Wilcox, of Iowa, at present in the Second Auditor’s 
office at Washington ; and Mr. Webster, of New Jersey, 
formerly a cadet at the Naval Academy. These young 
gentlemen are good selections, but the appointing power 
could not very well go astray with so large a number of 
candidates to select from, well qualified, but with an 
insufficient number of vacancies for all. 

Mr. Chapman, who was confirmed by the Senate in 
March last, but to whom the commission prepared for 
him was not sent, owing to the ‘‘ block” in promotions, 
etc., will fill another of the vacancies that existed. He 
has had several years experience as a clerk in the pay 


corps. 








THE BOARD ON MAGAZINE GUNS. 

Tae Magazine Gun Board is hard at work at the 
Springfield Armory on the problem of the ‘‘ desirability 
of using the rifle cartridge in the carbine and dispens- 
ing altogether with the carbine cartridge.” Itis getting 
its data on paper as fast as possible before the season 
entirely closes down in bleak Massachusetts. It is 
probable that the end of November will fiad the Board 
back in New York to finish up the supplementary tests 
and prepare the report. 

There is quite a lull in the magazine gun business 
just at present, most of the inventors and manufacturers 
having retired to their corners to repair damages, or 
bring in ‘“‘something new.” There has been a notice- 
able feeling among them adverse to bringing their wares 
to Springfield, which, we understand, is wearing off. 
The Board has shown such warm interest in everything 
looking to improvement that all who have been there 
seem to be anxious to come again, confident that it is a 
free fight, where all will have an equal show. 

It has come to light that one reason for the great in- 
terest taken in the proceedings and final recommenda- 
tion of this Board is—not the $50,000 that Congress 
authorized to be expended from the Ordnance appro- 
priation for the purchase and manufacture of magazine 
guns for our little Army—but that all Europe, as well 
as the rest of the world, has learned to watch the Yan- 
kee nation in the matter of small arms, just as we are 
80 willing that the ship problem should be worked out 
by the English, while that of steel guns, breech-loading 
heavy ordnance shall be paid for by the frugal Germans. 
That the battles of the future are being fought out to- 
day in the laboratories of inventors and workshops of 
mechanics admits of little doubt, and while the Ameri- 
can Eagle is indulging in a little practice scream, in re- 
iteration of the time-honored Monroe doctrine, it is well 
that the esthetic should not entirely absorb the atten- 

ion of the American people. 
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LIEUT. FREDERICK COLLINS, U.S. N. 

Tnrose (and they are many) who have been watching 
with interest and content the career of Lieut. Collins, 
were more than shocked to read the brief announcement 
of his death which appeared in the Army anp Navy 
JournaL of last week. Lieutenant Collins, who was 
born in Calais, Maine, about thirty-five years ago, in- 
herited from his ancestors that peculiar aptitude for his 
profession which always distinguished him. He com- 
menced early to show great proficiency in his studies, 
and invariably took one of the prizes at school exami- 
nations, usually the first. 

In July, 1863, he was appointed to the Naval Acade- 
my, and passed throuzh the curriculum of that iastitu- 
tion with great credit, graduating third in a class of 
eighty-seven members, and holding the highest cadet 
office (that of cadet lieutenant commander) duriog the 
last year of his probation. 

After graduating, his first service was in the Euro- 
pean squadron atthe time of Farragut's memorable 
cruise, and his letters home at that period gave good 
promise of. his abilities as a descriptive writer, while 
the accuracy of his views onthe great variety of sub- 
jects that aross during an - extended journey about the 
coasts of Europe, indicated a maturity of miud and a 
soundness of judgment, which are exceedingly rare in 
so young.@ man. . 

- Bhortly after this, we find him one of the chiet 
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officers of the first expedition to determine the line of a 
canal acro3s the Isthmus of Darien. Notwithstanding 
the fact that he nearly died of Chagres fever, he kept 
at the work, when able, until its close, and his reports 
furnish the most valuable portions of the results of that 
important survey. The letters he wrote to the New 
York Herald on the subject of the Isthmus surveys are 
the clearest expositions extant of the purposes and 
results of that arduous work ; and the Geographical So- 
ciety of New York, appreciating the value of his labors 
and the lucidity of his views, invited him to address 
them on the subject. His lecture will now be read 
again by his many admirers with a melancholy interest, 
and always with satisfaction and benefit. He never 
recovered entirely from the effects of this trip, but it 
did not affect his interest in the service, or diminish his 
zeal and energy in advancing what he considered its 
true needs. Later, he organized aad took charge of 
another expedition to the Isthmus, when he demon- 
strated effectively that the route on which he had been 
engaged was not the best for an interoceanic canal. 

The excellent work here done, and theclearness cf his 
ideas on all subjects connected with the Navy (always 
forcibly expressed on occasion,) marked Lieut. Collins 
as one of the most promising of the younger members of 
that profession; and from the time of his last expedition, 
if not before, his views were generally sought or eagerly 
looked for, whenever any matter of special interest 
was cccupying the minds of the officers of the service. 
The fertility of his imagination as well as the force of 
his argument and the point of his wit, are well exem- 
plified in his articles in the United Service Magazine, 
criticising the prize essay on naval education. Few 
such evidences of a brilliant mind have appeared in our 
naval literature. Latterly his selection as a member of 
the Advisory Board, while still attached to the training 
ship Saratoga as navigator, was looked upon aspeculiarly 
proper; and it is an interesting and solacing fact that 
his last service was in connection with the reorganiza- 
tion of the Navy, based on the opinions of experienced 
officers who have its interests most at heart. 

The short career of Lieutenant Collins is made up of 
something besides a chronicle of promotions and or- 
ders to different ships; and in this respect it certainly 
commands admiration and will inspire imitation. Let 
us hope that its usefulness may be of some comfort to 
his widowed mother in Maine, and to the heart broken 
wife and fatherless children in his later home in 
Washington. 








A CORRESPONDENT at the French capital says that, 
notwithstanding the flattering accounts of the condition 
of the French army, as evidenced by the recent mancu- 
vres, things are not so flourishing as represented, and 
instances amongst other details in support of his asser- 
tions the following: First, the contingent of 1876 hav- 
ing been relieved from duty with the colors, there re- 
main only the contingents of 1877, 1878, and 1879, com- 
posed entirely of youths aged between twenty and three 
and twenty years, whose military education is intrusted 
to non-commissioned officers without experience or 
authority. Th‘s is bad enough in the infantry, it is 
Tuinous in the artillery and cavalry, where peasants, 
who never mounted a horse in their lives until they 
joined their regiments, are taught equitation by ser- 
geants and corporals who twenty months before were 
equally ignorant of the art. The performances every 
spring at the Exhibition Hippique were terrible and 
mortifying proofs of the ignorance of French officers 
and non-commissioned officers in the matter of riding. 
More than half of the performers fall off if they try to 
jump over a straw, and yet these individuals were 
selected by the colonels of regiments as their best horse- 
men, and to them is intrusted the instruction of the 
privates. Second, by the custom of sending drafts to 
fill up the gaps nade in the ranks of corps serving in 
Africa the effectives of the companies remaining in 
France are reduced to twenty-five or thirty men, a 
number barely sufficient for guard duty. Third, Gen. 
Farre has suppressed the truth concerning the sanitary 
Condition of the expeditionary corps, which is deplor- 
able ; he has allowed the Intendance such liberty of 
action as to paralyze the action of the military chiefs ; 
he has neglected to send reinforcements to where they 
were asked for, or has sent them by driblets ; worse 
still, he has pretended to direct the movements of troops 
in the field from his office in the Rue St. Dominique, 
and to conceal the truth he or his subordinates are ac- 
cused of intercepting, opening, and destroying letters 
from soldiers in Africa to their parents at home. 

On the contrary, German criticism of the French 


man@uvres this year has, on the whole, been rather 


favorable. Writing on this subject, the corres 
jpondent 

of a Berlin journal thus concludes: “‘ And now, by way 

of a general judgment on these mang@uvres, it must be 


said that they have passed off very well, and that the 
progress already made by the French troops is not only 
unmistakable, but also very noteworthy in every re- 
spect. It would, therefore, be very dangerous for peo- 
ple in Germany to form # wrong and erroneous itupres- 
sion of the intrinsic worth and state of the French army 
from many reports and representations as to the com- 
plete disorganization and inefficiency of the military 
forces of France as brought to light by the Tunis expe- 
dition.” It may be added that the German officers who 
attended the manceuvres this year in the neighborhood 
of Nantes returned with a deep sense of the courteous 
hospitality which was extended to them. 

Szconp Ligut. Roni A. Ives, 5th U. 8. Artillery, 
a most capable and promising young officer, died at 
Summit, N. J., Thursday, Oct. 29, 1881. He had been 
ailing for some time, and at the date of his death was 
on sick leave from his station, McPherson Barracks, 
Ga. Lieut. Ives was a native of New York, and agradu- 
ate of the Military Academy, June 15, 1870, when he 
appointed to the 5th U. S. Artillery. He was on duty 
at the Military Academy as Assistant Professor of Law 
from August, 1876, to August, 18380, and while there 
prepared and had published an excellent work on 
‘* Military Law,” to which we referred in the JouRNAL 
of April 5, 1879, and took the occasiontocommend. The 
deceased officer was zealously devoted to his profession 
and much esteemed by his comrades and his friends. 











Tue Tombstone, A. T., Hpitaph, of September 30, 
contained a ‘‘ Review of the Recent War,” which re- 
flected on the management of Indian affairs in Arizona. 
On the 10th of October, Secretary Kirkwood, of the 
Interior Department, wrote to the editor referring to 
his article, and saying: ‘‘I should be greatly obliged if 
you would send me your authorities for the statements 
therein made.” In reply, the Hpitaph says, Oct. 24, 
‘*the greater portion of our comment in the said article 
were made upon the report of Agent Tiffany, and 
Generals Willcox and Carr, together with one or two 
telegraphic specials, all of which formed a part of the 
review. One or two other facts were stated, of which 
the writer had persoval knowledge.” Then, nerving 
himself for the effort, the editor of the Hpitaph thus 
grandly defies the despotism, as represented in the per- 
son of Secretary Kirkwood, which, as is well known, 
controls the public press in this country: 

Our authority for the publicatiou of the article as a whole 
is found in that grand principle which permits a free press 
in a free country, to state to a free people the cold and cruel 


facts, divested of all superfluous trimmings, when in the 
course of human events such things become necessary. 


This is certainly very fine and reminds one of the De- 
claration of Independence of which Thomas Jefferson 
was the author. But it can hardly be said to throw any 
light on the subject of the inquiry of Mr. Kirkwood, 
who is naturally exercised to know who the Epitaph 
referred to when it spoke of the designing officials who 
had been preparing the Arizona Indians for six 
months past for an outbreak: ‘‘ Massing the mili- 
tary forces, marching and countermarching about and 
among the Indians, arresting the chiefs, alarming the 
braves and firing over the heads of squaws.” 








WE are requested to state that the subject of the es- 
say for which the Naval Institute has offered a prize of 
one hundred dollars and a gold medal of the value of 
fifty dollars is ‘‘Our Merchant Marine; the Causes of 
its Decline, and the Means to be taken for its Revival.” 
Competition for the prize is open to all members, and 
to all persons entitled to become members upon pay- 
ment of dues; that is, to all officers of the Navy and 
Marine Corps, and to all civil officers attached to the 
Naval Service. Each competitor to send his essay in a 
sealed envelope to the Secretary on or before January 
1, 1882, accompanying it with a motto, and a separate 
sealed envelope with the motto on the outside and the 
writer’s name and motto inside. This last envelope is 
not to be opened until after the decision of the 
judges, three gentlemen of eminent professional at- 
tainments to be selected by the Executive Committee. 
The successful essay will be published in the Pro- 
ceedings of the Institute; the essays of other com- 
petitors to be published also, at the discretion of 
the Executive Committee, with the consent of the 
writers. The essay is limited to forty-eight printed 
pages of the “‘ Proceedings of the Institute.” The 
money value of the medal may be given to the success- 
ful competitor if he so elect, and he will be made a life 
member of the Institute. 





We publish this week Gen. Hancock’s order assign- 
ing the 3d, 4th, and 5th regiments of artillery to their 
new stations in his command, and sending the Ist Art. 





00 California, where it will be assigned by Gen. Mo- 


Dowell. The posts to be occupied by the 3d, 4th, and. 
5th will be found to be the same as those heretofore 
garrisoned by the artillery regiments in the Division: of 
the Atlantic, the only notabie departure being the as- 
sigoment of Sinclair’s Light Battery C of the 3d U. S. 
Art. to Little Rock, which we imagine will not be dis-- 
tasteful to the inhabitants of that city, nor indeed to- 
the battery itself. Gen. De Russy. takes the headquar-: 
ters of the 3d to St. Augustine, instead of to Mount. 
Vernon Barracks, as originally contemplated. With 
these two exceptions, the 83d and 5th will settle down 
pretty nearly in each other’s places, and the Ist and 4th 
will do about likewise. 








ANTICIPATING the retirement of the four Civil Engi- 
neers who stood at the head of that Corps in the Navy, in 
consequence of their having reached the age of 62 years, 
the Secretary of the Navy, in August last, established 
regulations for the future admission of persons to that 
corps. There is no statute which prescribed the quali 
fications of persons to be appointed Civil Engineers 
in the Navy, and until Secretary Hunt issued them 
there had been no regulations on that subject. It was 
left entirely within the discretion of the head of the 
Department to select the appointees. There was no 
restriction as to age, no physical, no mental or profes- 
sional examination. The appointments recently made 
were after a competitive examination before a board of 
two line officers and three civil engineers of the Navy, 
and each candidate was subjected to a physical examina- 
tion. The age prescribed was not under nor over 37} 
years. 

The regulations prescribed that unless there was some 
special reason to the contrary, the qualified candidates 
would be appointed in the order of merit, as reported 
by the Board, to the existing vacancies. Four appoiat- 
ments were thus made to fill that number of vacancies 
created by retirement. They are as follows: 

No. 1. Thos. C. McCallum, of Pa., who has been an 
Asst. Civil Engineer and Acting Civil Engineer at our 
Navy-yards for some years. 

No. 2. Christopher C. Wolcott, of N. Y., 1st Lieut. 
U. S. Artillery, and a graduate of West Point. 

No. 8. F. O. Maxson, a graduate of Yale and post 
graduate of School of Civil Engineering, in which he 
took the highest honors. 

No. 4. R. E. Peary, a graduate of Bowdoin College 
and Schools of Civil Engineering, and has been engaged 
on railroad and Government surveys. 

Tue current number (Oct. 31) of the weekly publica- 
tiou called Fiction, is largely occupied with a story con- 
ceived in the style und with the same aim as the famous 
brochure, ‘‘The Battle of Dorking,” and we only wish 
it would have the same awakening results. The title 
is, ‘‘The Ead of New York.” In December, 1881, a 
person is arrested in the United States at the demand 
of Chili, accused of crime. In January, 1882, the 
Spanish Minister demands his release, with an apology, 
on the ground that the person is the Spanish Consul at 
Charleston, 8. C. Mr. Blaine defends the course of the 
Government on international grounds. The Spanish 
Government rejoins with a peremptory demand for the 
surrender of the prisoner and a salute of the Spanish 
flag. Mr. Blaine refuses, and a war breaks out, during 
which half New York is quickly laid in ashes by the 
Spanish fleet, and the remainder is saved only by the 
arrival of the ships of Chili, which have hastened to the 
rescue. Our officers of the Army and Navy, some of 
whom are mentioned by name, can hardly fail to read 
with great interest the graphic sketch based on this 
foundation. It is signed ‘‘ Bentley Parker ;”’ it is the 
work of un officer late of the U. 8. Navy, and has been 
revised, we understand, by an expert in gunnery. We 
should advise that when the Fortification Bill comes up 
this winter, a copy of this number of Fiction should be ° 
laid on every desk in Congress. 














Capet Ene F. T. Bowrts, who is a student at the 
Royal College, Greenwich, has been appointed an Asst. 
Naval Constructor. This places him on the same foot 
ing with his classmate, Cadet Engineer Gatewood, who 
was recently appointed an Assistant Naval Constructor. 
The two have been two years at the College, aad are 
now on their third and closing year. The English goy- 
ernment very liberally allows the admission to this col- 
legeof two students from any other governments who 
may desire to send them. Only two are allowed there 
at the same time. 

The appointment of the two young gentlemen men- 
tioned as Assistant Naval Constructors is the first step 
taken by the Navy Department to introduce into the 
Construction Oorps persuns who have been especially 
trained and educated for that purpose. The appoint. 
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advanced in life, who have been brought up in our 
Navy-yards, chiefly in the capacity of shipwrights, and 
as far as actual practical experience goes are very excel- 
lent men for the profession. But it is believed that the 
service will be benefitted by introducing into the Corps 
this new element—young men who stood number one 
at the Naval Academy, at graduation, in the class of 
Cadet Engiveers, and who have been recommended by 
the Academic Board for appointment as Assistant Con- 
structors, in pursuance of the Revised Statutes on the 
subject. Mr. Bowles and Mr. Gatewood will have not 
only the prestige of taking the highest honors at our 
own institutiop, but will have the benefit of a three 
years additional course at one of Great Britain’s best 
schools, and the information derived from persona) 
visits of observation at the finest dock yards of England, 
which they availed themselves cf during their vacation. 








Tue great length (85 pages) of the report of Brigadier 
General W. B. Hazen, Chief Signal Officer of the 
Army, prevents us from transferring it to the columns 
of the Journat. Indeed, this is not necessary, as from 
week to week our columns throughout the year have 
contained a constant summary of the current work of 
the Signal Service, under the efficient and compet ent 
officer who stands at its head. We desire, however, to 
point out the following extract, and to emphasize the 
recommendations it contains: 


At the proper time, with your approval, Congress will be 
asked to increase tue Signal Corps by the manent 
addition of a sutticient number of officers to obviate the 
necessity now existing of calling for permanent details from 
regiments. The existing plan is very objectionable, since 
colonels have a plain right to tLe services of their officers, 
while officers of regiments who have served a long time in 
the Signal Corps, on account of the special character of their 
work, are indixpensable to it, and. from length of service in 
it, have a tacit right and have received eucouragement to 
look for periuavence in it. Unless this plan is adopted the 
duties of the Sigual Corps, now so enlarged, cannot be per- 
formed in the etficient and acceptable manner imperatively 
demanded. In addition to this class of officers there are 
others I deem it my duty to call to your attention. As in all 
corps of a highly scientific character, it has been found ne- 
ce-sary, from the inception of the Signal Corpr, to engage 
in its service civilians of a high order of scientitic »ttainment, 
and who are known as professors. I find at the head of 
these Professor Cleveland Abbe. to whom tle Corps:ni 
country are under very great obligations, and it is recom- 
mended that he, with the other civilians now serving, be pro- 
vided for by law, without any increase of pay over what they 
now receive, as is now done at the National Observatory and 
in the Coast Survey. 

I will also ask authority for the addition of a permanent 
party of forty men at Fort Myer. 


General Hazen is to be congratulated on the efficient 
state of the Signal Service, as disclosed in his report. 








WE have received what the writer terms ‘“‘The an 
nual growl” anent the present School System of the 
Army, or, according to our correspondent, the want of 
system, the tenor of which is, what we have before ad- 
verted to in the Journat, that the Army Schoolmaster. 
to be thoroughly efficient, should have a properly defi d 
position and fair pay for intelligent services. 





Tue Naval Advisory Board adjourned on Thursday 
until Monday next, for the purpose of preparing their 
final report. A rumor was circulated in the Navy De- 
partment, before its adjournment, that the Board had 
failed to agree upon all the points covered by their 
duties of inquiry and suggestion, and a mivority report 
would be made, in which four or five members of the 
Board would present their views. The main subject 
which occasioned this dispute was relative to the model 
and equipment of the proposed ships with reference to 
speed. The recorder of the Board informed a corie- 
spondent of the Jovrnat that while there had been 
considerable discussion and diversities of opinion on 
this question, as well as many others which were to be 
embodied in the report, he had not the slightest doubt 
but that the Board would agrce, and that but one re- 
port woul! be submitted to the Secretary, signed by all 
the members, ere the time allowed them expired.

We commend the justice of the 
order, and though it has come late, better now than 
never. 





The Secretary of the Navy, before leaving on Thurs- 
day, directed the Chiefs of the different Bureaus to pre- 
pare their annual reports as soon as possible and send 
them to him. The headsof all the Bureaus have been 
hard at work all the week preparing these reports, and 
now have them almost ready for the printer, and most 
of them will be ready for the Secretary before his return 
from his tour of inspection. 











ATLANTA, from all we can learn, does not take kindly 
to the abandonment of McPherson Barracks and the 
withdrawal of the United States troops there to other 
points. But she must now ‘‘ wait and hope.” Mean- 
while we note the bappy change from the time when 
Federal uniforms were not so welcome at Atlanta. 








Barrerizs D and F, 3d Art., Capts. Turnbull and 
Lancaster, left New York this week by steamer for St.

Norrorne Gen. John Gibbon’s prize essay on ‘Our 
Indian Question,” the Pioneer Press says: ‘‘ A com- 
parison of it with the other two which received honor- 
able mention fully justifies the decision of the judges. 
For conciseness, temperance of expression, logic and 
originality, it is, perhaps, the most remarkable contri 
bution yet made to the literature of our Indian policy. 
Gen. Gibbon is as well qualified as any man in the 
United States tospeak on this subject with authority. 
and what he recommends is calculated to meet the 
exigencies of the hour. The adoption of his sugges. 
tions would remove a great blot from our national honor. 
The advantages of the plan mapped out in this essay 
are, that it is the product of personal experience, modi 
fied by the application of general logical principles; 
that it is humane without being sentimental; and that 
it is directly contrary to the existing policy, which is 
both weak and wicked.” 





Aut the Army and Navy nominations, recently pub- 
lished. in the JourNaL, were confirmed by the Senate 
with the exception of those of Pay Director James H. 
Watmough to be Chief of the Bureau of Provisions 
and Clothing in the Navy Department, with the relative 
rank of commodore, and Paymaster John H. Steven- 
son to be pay inspector. 








As we go to press, we receive advance proofs of one 
of the most valuable of the year’s reports, that of the 
Chief of Engineers, U.S. Army. As we glance over 
its pages, we can imagine no more powerful appeal than 
the one made by Gen. Wright for the increased ex- 
penditures on our sea-coast defences. It seems to us 
that the following remarks put the matter in a nut- 
shell: 


The casemated works of which our sea-coast defences are 
necessarily largely composed were built when wooden walls 
were the only protection of guns afloat. Now, ships of war 
are clad in armor up to two feet in thickness, and the old 
smooth-bores have been replaced by rifled guns, the largest 
of which throw shot of nearly a ton’s weight and which burn 
at each discharge nearly a quarter of a ton of powder. 

While other maritime nations are adding to their already 
powerful navies heavily armored ships of war, which are 
armed with 81 and 100-ton guns and which cost, exclusive of 
armament, more than two and a half millions of dollars, they 
are building armored defences for the protection of their 
own coasts. Great Britain has already more than 500 guns 
iu position behind armored defences. 

We have not one such gun, nor have we any armored de- 
fences whatever. 

I think it is plainly demonstrated in the remarks which 
follow, taken from my last annual: report, not only that 
reliance can be placed on no other mode of defence uf our 
sea-coast, but that fortifications and torpedoes furnish the 
most efficient, most enduring, and least expensive mode of 
such defence; and I puaeey hope that Congress may be in- 
duced to grant for the next fiscal year a reasonable amouut 
for the resumption of work on our sea-coast defences. 


We shall of course have occasion to refer with nore 
specific purpose to this subject, and to the excellent 
year’s work of the Engineer Corps, when the Fortifica- 
tion, the River and Harbor, and the Army appropria- 
tidn bills are before Congrese,

The 
record of cases brought before inferior courts, reviewed 
and filed in the offices of the judge advocates of the 
different military departments during the same period 
was 8,500, un increase’over the previous year of 267 
cases. He asks for an instructor of law at the Military 
Academy, and invites attention to the defects in the 
Gist, 62d, 65th to Tist, 72d, 90th and 91st Articles of 
War. 








Ir is understood that Capt. F. M. Ramsay is to suc- 
ceed Rear-Admiral C. R. P. Redgers as Superintendent 
of the Naval Academy on the 14th of this month. We 
give the order this week detaching him from the 7’ren- 
ton and placing him on waiting orders.

TARGET PRACTICE AT FORT SNELLING. 


Tue past month in the Division of the Missouri has been 
a busy one in all matters relating to target practice. First 
came at the different department headquarters the selection 
of their representatives, and later the final battle of these 
representatives in the Division contest just closed at Fort 
Snelling, Minn. 

The department teams reached Fort Snelling in time to 
commence their preliminary practice on Sept. 27—the 
Missouri team, in charge of Col. Brady, of the 23d Iofantry, 
had among its members Capts. Ellis and Auman of the 13th 
Infantry, and Lieut. Nichols of the 23d Infantry. In the 
Texas team were Capt. Irvine, 22d Infantry, Lieut. Starr, 
1st Infantry, and Lieut. Esterly, 10th Cavalry. Lieut. 
Carpenter, 9th Infantry, bad charge of the Platte team, and 
Major Fieeman, 7th Infantry, of the representatives of the 
Department of Dakota; among the latter were Lieut. 
Partello, 5th Infantry, and Lieut. Chynoweth, 17th In- 
fantry. 

The range at Fort Snelling is about a mile from the post, 
and while the ground is not perfectly level, the slight un- 
dulations are not sufficient to prevent the laying out of ex- 
cellent ranges. The targets (seven in number) are situated 
at the base of a considerable hill, which serves as a perfect 
butt ; at the firing points tents had been pitched, and the 
possibilities of the Minnesota climate forestalled by the 
erection of stoves, which, however, were fortunately not 
much required. 

The Division Commander directing Gen. Terry to select an 
officer from his Department who should have charge of the 
competition, a staff officer of the ijatter, thanks to the 
general enthusiasm manifested by all, was enabled to carry 
to a successful conclusion an interesting week of rifle 
firing. 

Practice was opened daily at 8.40 a. u. by pool shooting, 
followed at 10 o'clock by the regular team practice, ten 
shots by each member at 200, 400, and 600 yards. 

The use of four of Laidley’s. revolving targets enabled 
each team to fire under the direct supervision of their coach 
and captains. Additional pool shooting closed the practice 
of the day. 

Two afternoons were devoted to the skirmisher’s match, 
which was such a success at the late fall meeting at Creed- 
The conditions were the same as those governing 
there ; nineteen prizes were offered, and the result showed 
that the Army possesses the material from which excellent 
practical marksmen can be obtained.

formidable an opponent of the soldier, possessed undoubted 
merit,

AFFAIRS IN DISTRICT OF NEW MEXICO. 


Camp oF THE 9TH Oav., La Luz Canyon, N. M. 

Att quiet in our camp, waiting for orders, either to move 
the Mescaleros towards their new agency, or for a change of 
station, or both. The Indian Agent reports two of his In- 
dians, one his Sergeant of Police, gone off, whereabouts 
unknown, to preveut, he said, being moved from the agency. 
Their local attachments are strong. Others may skip before 
the rem >va!, and we may yet have something to do. The 
Mexicans have told the Iadians the troops and scouts were 
going to kill the bucks atid ‘move the sqaaws. We will not 


disguise our gallantry towards the fai: sex, but in this we 
we would prefer having the assistance of the husbands. 

The men bring in game, deer and turkey. The soldiers, 
particularly the colored ones, are appareutly happy—from 
before reveille, till late at night, their laughter, cracking 
jokes, and singing songs is coustantly heard. One can never 
have the blues with such surroundings. They are never seen 
moping, or by themselves, bat in crowds; bad and good 
weather alike they are cheerful. In drill they are excellent, 
and their movements and interest in mounted battalion drill 
could not be better. Some recruits who arrived were, for 
want of time, put inthe ranks, sandwiched between num- 
bers three and foar, old soldiers, and did well, being natural 
riders and fond of horses, 

Their attevtion to orders, and respect for same, is wonder- 
fal. Arriving in camp it was not an uncommon thing to 
hear frequent oaths ; it was ordered to be stopped, and since 
then, not even in their wildest moments of merriment, have 
I heard an oath. After stables you will see them with their 
towels going to wash before meals, and in personal cleauli- 
ness they are very particular. They are the most generous 
devils I ever saw. I have seen them come into camp with a 
melon, surrounded by a crowd, and give away most of it, 
keeping for the owner the smallest share, 

It was pleasant to see in the Jovgnat's editorial a claim 
made for equal treatment of these men with the white troops. 
They are from their services entitled to a share of the fat 
and lean, and when they are not I will be the first one to say 
so. My only regret, in thus dwelling upon their many sol- 
dierly qualities, is that I had not discovered it years ago, and 
avoided, as far as promotion goes, one of the many mistakes 
of my life by refusing the command ef them. 

Lieut. Cooke, of Washington, has arrived and taken com- 
maudof Co. B, of the 15th, Shorkley, the captain, being ab- 
sent. Lieut. Lloyd, of the 15th, is Adjutant, Quartermaster 
aud Commissary. 

Lieut. Finley, of the 9th, the former Adjutant, is com- 
manding Troop A during the temporary absence of Lieut. 
Day. The latter, in a friendly sparring match, was worsted, 
having one of the bones of his hand broken. The regret is, 
that the victor, as far as injuries, was an infantry man. 
On foot of course he was athome. Lieut. Day is the officer 
who, a short time since in an Indian fight, went to the front, 
under a heavy fire, and carried off a wounded soldier on bis 
back, bringing bim to a safe plave in the rear. The Indians 
at the time were trying to get the man to torture, the troops 
having formed line further to the rear. It was certainly a 
very gallant, unselfish deed; a man capable of such actions 
is bound to make a gocd ofticer. 

Orders have arrived assigning the 15th Infantry to their 
new station, and we expect daily orders for the 9th Cavalry ; 
if they do not arrive soon, we will settle down for the winter, 
satisfied with what we have. 

Lieut. Schaeffer, commanding scouts, has just come in, 
bringing a Mescalero who was \vounded by scouts while at- 
tempting to escape. He and his comrade, who got off, were 
off the reservation watching the movements of troops and 
scouts and he was takenin. It is to be regretted he was not 
killed, but the example may have some effect. 

He was to have been sent to Fort Stantun as a prisoner, 
but on Saturday the Indian agent appeared and asked if he 
might be given up, that the Indians were much excited, 
with war paint, etc., aud that this might interfere with the 
removal of the agency, The war part was only to be de- 
sired, but to frustrate the plans of removal at this time 
would not have been politic, so he was handed over. The 

agent said he was only out hunting, but his carbine, two 
hundred rounds of ammunition, and bis pony, were given to 
the scouts. There are some doubts about the removal of 
the agency. Some interested citizens are using their influ- 
ence to keep them here. There is money in it for them, the 
few, and losses by raids, thefts, etc., forthe many. The 
question is solving itself. Thursday night some five skipped 
off, and Saturday more, with San Juan, one of the chiefs, at 
the head. The agent who supposed he knew all their move- 
ments, was not aware of it till several days after. They are 
supposed to be in the Sac Andreas range. Lieut. Schaeffer, 
of the 9th Cavalry, with his scouts, has gone after them, 
and if they have stopped in the mountains may be caught ; 
if not, they could be in Mexico by this time. 

B, of the 15th, of our camp, goes to Garland for its 
station. We will miss both Lieuts. Cooke and Lloyd, and 
wish them joy in their uew post. The headquarters of the 
9th Cavalry, when the change is made, goes to Fort Riley. 
Troop L, now with us, is desiguated as one of the troops for 
headquarters. It is a very fiue company, and ita command- 
ing officer, Lieut. Dimmick (not Dominick as printed), is a 
very superior officer. Troop G, under Ousack, is another ex- 
cellent organization in every respect. Both these officers 
have taken great interest in getting complete histories of 
their non-commissioned officers. This :in justice te every 
company can only be obtained by questioning each man, and 
not alone from official resords. Many of these men were in 
the war of the Rebellion, all engaged in several Indian 
fights, some complimented in general orders, and others re- 
commended for certificates uf merit or medals of honor, 
The history of the 9th Cavalry will bear a favorable con- 
trast with other cavalry regments. It is to be hoped others 
will be equally interested in obtaining the necessary data and 
furnishing it with as little delay as possible. 

We have had suow in the mountains, but the weather here 
is pleasant. Of course everybody is anxious to get off, if we 
are going. To them it is as well to be patient, as defined. by

WAR DEPARTMENT ‘REPORTS. 
ADJUTANT-GENERAL’S REPORT. 


Tue annual report of the Adjutant General of the Army 
to the Secretary of War, dated October 25, 1881, is an in- 
teresting document. It first adverts to the militia, and 
invites attention to the necessity of legislative authority to 

extend to the militia of the several States such aid, by fur- 
.nisbing them, on requisitions of the respective adjutant 
generals, the tactical works and blank forms and books pre - 
scribed for the Regular Army as will still further assimilate 

the management, drill, and internal government of the two 

forces, due regard being always had to the fundamental 
conditions of their respective existence. It then refers to 
the competitive drill of the 4th Brigade of the South Caro- 
lina troops in April last, where an officer selected by the 
Commanding Geveral, Department of the South, acted as 
judge, and expressed regret that no report has beea received 
from the officer selected; also to the inspections of the 
camps and troops of the militia of Massachusetts, Connecti- 
cut, and Rhode Island made this year by Colonel Clitz, 
Major Frank, and Captains Taylor and McCrea, the reports 
of which, owing to causes of service, have not been received. 

The subject of Military Colleges comes next, from which it 
appears that out of upwards of 3,600 youths over the age of 
15, an average attendance has been secured as follows : -ar- 
tillery drill, 563 ; infantry dril, 1,853, or over 1.5 of the en- 
tire number of studects for the first and over 1¢ for the last, 
besides attendance at recitations and lectures on military 
points of interest. The average aptitude of pupils is re- 
ported very good, while the interest manifested by the re- 
spective faculties is steadily increasing as they realize the 
fact that, while military instruction does not, in anywise, 

interfere with the ordinary curriculum of studies at the 
several institutions, it proves of marked benefit in maiutain- 
ing a high degree of discipline and materially affects the bear- 
ing and tone of the studeuts. 

The administration of the affairs of the Military Prison at 
Fort Leavenworth, Kansus, is reported as successful in a 
marked degree during the past year. During the fiecal year 
ending June 30, 1881, there were 373 men received into the 
prison and 273 discharged. But 1 death occuried during the 
year, and only 6 prisoners escaped during the same period, 
The actual number of men confined on June 30, 1881, wax 
447. The resumé of the diversified labor of these men, 
taken from the raports of tbe prison officials demonstrates 
the wi-dom of tbe measures adopted, from an economical 
pvint of view, to keep them employed for the direct benetit 
of the Army. There still remain other industries to be in- 
troduced with the same end in view, so that there may be 
not a single case of enforced idieness. It is earnestly recom- 
mended that the local rank of colonel with the pay and al- 
lowances of that grade be attached to the office of the gov- 
ernor of of the prison, This officer has a greater amouut of 
labor and responsibility than any regimeutal commander. 
He governs and controls between 500 and 600 persons. 
Practically, he is at ove and the same time the superin- 
tendent of a large mavufaciuiing establishment, embracivg 
diversified branches of industry, and the military director of 
all affairs witbiu the prison. Tbe adoption of the measure, 
not only suggested, but earnestly pressed from a pure seuse 
of justice, would be a grateful recognition of the emi- 
nent services of an officer to whose zeal and fidelity, unitd 
to high executive »nd administrative ability, the succecs of 
the iwstitution is almost wholly due. : 

The recommendation is renewed that legislstive authority 
be obtained to apply the earnings of the prison to its main- 
tensnee. The numerous improvements at tre prison are 
then recapitulated, the various branches of industry pursued 
by the prisoners, the amount of work done, ete, 

A strong recommendation is next made that section 1232 
of the Revised Statutes should be somewhat modified, so 
that officers at remote posts where private help cannot be 
procured may be authorized, with, in every case, the consent 
of the soldier himself, to secure the services of an enlisted 
man for the performance of those duties. ‘he éntire time 
and attention of officers serving with troops is required in 
‘looking after the comfort and wants of their communds and 
the care of Government property and interests. Even if ite 
performance of these domestic duties were suited tu their 
positions, they conld only do so by neglect some of the 
important and responsible public duties so absolutely essen- 
tial to the well-being and efficiency of their respective com- 
mands and the best interests of the service and Government. 
Instances could be cited of ofticers who, rather than violate 
tho seculion named, have conscientiously abstained from the 
employment of their men in preparing their food or caring 
for their animals, and have themseives performed these 
duties. It is not believed that Congress contemplated such 
a condition of affairs, and the hope is expressed that an 
effort will be made looking to the re of that section «7, 
preferably, to its modification, so that, in such casér, and 
conditional on the consent of the soldier and the a ai of 
the department commander, olticers may be allowed the ser> 
vices of an —_ — ns ation command, the 
psy proper o soldier being wi the Government 
and paid by the officer benefited, 2 

A recommendation is made that the old per diem allowancé 
to officers detailed on courts-martia! and rihtay bounte, a8 
a simple act of justice, to enable them to meet the iucres sed 
expenses of such details, especially in cities where the dura- 
tion of the detail cannot be estimated. 

The condition of the Retired List is next referred to, and 
upon this Gen. Drum says that the large iucresse in the 
number of officers eligible to retirement, by reason of having 
reached the age of sxty-two, renders, or should render, in- 
operative so much of section 1243 of the Kevised Statutes a6 
provides for retirement aiter thirty years’ service, it is recom=- 
ee that the provision of the section printed in itaucs Le 
repealed: 

Sec. 1243. When an officer has served forty consecutive 
years a8 a commissioned officer, he shall, if ke appii- 
cation therefor to the President, be retired from active ser 
vice and placed upon the retired list. When an r has 
bees thirt p years ak service, a mou, upon his cwn opplicas, 
ion, in iscrelion © resident, be so retirev 
placed on the retired list v “te vial? fy 
He further recommends that in order to guard the retired 
list from having placed upon it apy ennutie that 
a law be enacted that no officer of the Army be paced om the 
list of retired officers against whom charges sre pending or 
who is awaiting the promulgation of the sentence of a court- 
martial convened for bis , and providing against the ad- 
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long service or wounds received in action, have become per- 
manent pensioners of the Government, although in many 
instances they have sufficiently recovered to enable them to 
secure and fill positions in civil life demanding, _— as 
much physical exertion as is required for the performance of 
ordinary Army duty. 

The labors on the Regulations are next stated in 
detail, and a confident hope expressed that they will soon is- 
sue from the Government press. It will make a volume of 
some 1,400 pages, embracing not only the Regulations, but 
also the numerous blank = a use in at Inge The balk 
of the War Department and by Army a e. e y 
volume, however, is unsuited for ready reference by officers 
away from their proper stations, on leave, or travelling under 
orders, and an abridged edition has been prepared, frum 
whict the biank forms are excluded, together with such para- 
graphs of the Code of Regulations as refer exclusively to the 
routine internal administration of permanent posts, care of 
national cemeteries, poet schools, post gardens, clerks and 
messengers at department headquarters, etc. This abridged 
edition will be found to be a complete vade mecum of pro- 
fessional information, which officers can conveniently varry 
with them, st home and abroad, for the purpose of informa- 
tion and reference, 

Gen. Drum states, with reference to a proposed illustrated 
Army Register, that some time ago it was thought desirable 
to attempt, in connection with and as supplementary to the 

blication of the official reports of the late war, the collec- 

of approved —_ pbs of all the general officers com- 
missioned by the President of the United States during the 
eventful period of 1861-5, including all officers who, although 
never commissioned as general officers, had actually com- 
manded a brigade or division in the. field; anda circular, 
setting forth the end in view, was addressed to every oflicer 
of that class whose address could be ascertained. Up to the 
present time some five hundred photographs have been re- 
ceived and preserved in temporary albums pending final ar- 
rangement. A full but concise ‘‘efat de service” has been 
pared in many cases, and adds interest to the collection of 
the leaders in the great contest for the supremacy of the 
Union.

Clerical duty in the Army receives its full share of atten- 
tion at the hands of General Drum, and he recommends that 
the General Service Clerks at Division and Department 
Headquarters be abolished, and the substitution therefor of 
civil employees, in grade and number as follows : 

Three clerks of Class IV ($1,800). 

Seven clerks of Class LIT ($1,600). 

Sixteen clerks of Class II (31,400). 

Thirty-one clerks of Class I ($1,200). 

Fifty-six clerks at $1,000 per annum. . 

A total force of one hundred and thirteen clerks, at an ag- 
gregate compensation of $132,200. 

The advantages resulting from the change will be : 

Ist. An actual saving of $19,338.30, 

2d. The benefit to the Army growing out of the restoration 
to its ranks for active service of one hundred and forty- 
seven men, or a battalion of nearly four companies. 

8d. Greater efficiency in the performance of the clerical 
work. 

The i of the Adjutant-General's office, the compo- 
sition of its clerical force, etc., are next given in detail, and 
with regard to the classification of the clerks Gen. Drum re- 
news his recommendations of last year, that the class of clerks 
known as “ General Service” be abolished, and that the pre- 
sent clerical force of the A. G. O. be established by law on 
the following basis : 1 chief clerk at $2,250 ; 7 chiefs of divis- 
ion, at $2,000; 15 clerks of class 4, at $1,800 ; 25 clerks of 
class 3, at $1,600 ; 100 clerks of class 2, at $1,400 ; 125 clerks 
of class 1, at $1,200 ; and 57 clerks, at $1,000. 


REPORT OF THE CHIEF OF ORDNANCE. 


Gen. Benét reports his receipts as $2,283,447.76, of which 
there was expended $1,637,593 79, or $203,102.45 less than 
the lation for.the year. $297,695.67 was brought 
over from last , and from various sources there was re- 
ceived over and above what was turned into the 3 
$73,975.48. So the office starts the new year with a comfort- 
able balance of $578,123.50.

‘* Both the old and the sick Ordnance storekeepers should 
be retired. The law of June 23, 1874, provides for the ex- 
tinction of the grade of storekeeper by casualties. The ro- 
tirement of these old and sick officers has been recommend- 
ed, but the crowded condition of the retired list and the 
stronger claims of others have prevented any action. The 
interest of the public service, substantial economy, and the 
spirit of the Jaws call for favorable consideration. In this 
connection I venture the expression of the opinion that the 
well being and efticiency of the Army réquire the peremp- 
tory retirement of officers at the age of sixty-two years. 
The Army law governing retirements should made to 
conform to that of the Navy, fixing by statute the age when 
the officer is retired. Such a law would shield the officer 
from apparent invidious selections to his disadvantage, and 
give, what is so much needed, a healthy flow of promotion 
to the advantage of the young and vigorous.” 

The ‘‘act making appropriations for fortifications and other 
works of defence, aud for the armament thereof, for the fiscal 
a ending June 30, 1882, and for other purposes,” approved 

arch 8, 1881, provides: 

“And the President is authorized to select a board, to con- 
nist of one engineer officer, two ordnance officers, aud two 
Officers of artillery, whose duty it shall be to make examina- 
tions of all inventions of heavy ordnance and improvements 
of heavy ordnance and projectiles that may be presented to 
them, including guns now being constructed or converted 
under direction of the Ordnauce Burean; and said board 
shall make detailed report to the Secretary of War, for trans- 
mission to Congress, of such examination, with recommen- 
dation as to what inventions are worthy of actual test, and 
the estimated cost of such test; and the sum of $25,000, or 
so much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated 
for such p . 

Of the report of the Board of Heavy Ordnance he says: 
“In conformity with the act approved March 3, 1881, a board 
of officers has been appointed and is now iu session for the 
purpose of making examinations of all inventions referred 
to in the law, and making a detailed report of such exami- 
nations, with recommendation as to what inventions are 
worthy of actual test, and the estimated cost of such test. 
As its report will undoubtedly be made and transmitted to 
Congress early the next session, I will at this time merely 
submit reports from the Constructor of Ordnance and the 
Ordnance Board on the progress made and the results ob- 
tained duriug the past year. 

**T have also to transmit several very valuable and inter- 
esting papers on ordnance and other subjects by officers of 
the department.” 

He recommends that three clerks of class four may be pro- 
vided, to take charge of the three important divisions of his 
office. Also that the pay of the chief clerk may be increased. 
“If the compensation should be commensurate to the capa- 
city, experience, and to the duty performed, his present 
salary is entirely inadequate. I know of no more valuable 
and indispensable public servants than the chief clerks of 
our bureaus, and equal talents and services would in private 
business exact much larger compensation than is allowed by 
Congress.”

On the important subject of promotion to the rank of field 
officer, Gen. Drum says: ‘‘ Paragraph 19, Army Regulations 
of 1868, prescribes that ‘all vacancies in established regi- 
ments or corps shall be filled by promotion according to 
seniority except in case of disability or other incompetency.’ 
This rule, under the established usage and custom of the 
service, requires that a vacancy in any one regiment of either 
of the three arms of the service shail be filled by the pro- 
motion of the senior officer of the lower grade, and that the 

ed be commissioned in the particular regiment 
sufferivg the loss which created the vacancy. ‘This system 
of promotion, although sanctioned by long years of practice, 
is open to grave objections. It sometimes happens that, 
duriug the permanent ab-ence of the cvionel of a regiment, 
through sickness or other cause, when the command neces- 
sarily devulves on either of the other field officers of the 
regiment, the latter lack the elements required for the suc- 
cessful disoharge of the duties of a regimental commander, 
and in such a ca-e, no matter how zealuus and eilicient the 


This, it is conceived, would obliterate an evil which at any 

time may, through disgust or despair, threaten the demoral- 

ization of a regiment otherwise possessed of material not 

-_ able, but willing, to sustain its hard-earned reputa- 
on.” 

But few of the officers who have enjoyed the privilege of 
visiting foreign countries have submitted reports of the re- 
sults of their observations as is now required by orders; but 
from the well-known professional abilities and acquirements 
of those now abroad, and such as may hereafter be afforded 
the opportunity of visiting foreign countries, it is hoped 
much valuable scientific and military information may be 
©>tained. 

_The restoration by Congress of officers out of service so 
Vitally affects the welfare and reputation of the whole Ariny 
that Gen. Dram most. earnestly reiterates his former re- 
marks on the subject, in which, as a check on such claims, 
he proposes that applicants for restoration be required, by 
statutory enactment, to present their claims to a board of 
Oftivers to be appointed by the President, whenever, in his 
Opinion, the applicant has an equitable claim to a further 
hearing. 

Attention is called to the fact that, with precisely the same

f & cavalry regiment absolutely requires the services of two 
surgeons of that class, then all the regiments of that arm 
of the service should be placed on the same footing. In the 
contrary case, if only one suftices, then four of the ten regi- 
meuts have one veterinary surgeon too many. 

The measures taken to establish an Infantry and Cavalry 

school at Fort Leavenworth are referred to, and it is stated 
that the duty of carrying the plan into execution was in- 
trusted to the Lieutenant General of the Army, and there is 
every prospect, although delay necessarily occurred by rea- 
son of inadequacy of officers’ quarters at Fort Leavenworth, 
that ere long the school will be in successful operation, with, 
it is confidently hoped, ma:ked benefit to those two arms of 
the service. 
_ Sigaalung having become a necessary part of the military 
instruction of officers, a school of instruction has been estab- 
lished at Fort Myer, Va., and an annual detail authorized of 
eight officers. selected preferably from the lieutenants of the 
line of the Army who have served more than four years with 
their regiments, and are possessed of sound health and good 
moral character, consideration being had also for service in 
the field, industry, soldierly habits and aptitude for study. 

On the subject of rifle practice General Drum says: ** No 
teams from the Army participated this year in the Creedmoor 
contest for marksmanship, owing to the limited appropria- 
tions from which the expenses for such contest could be de- 
frayed. To counteract as much as possible, the absence of 
this powerful incentive to effectiveness and to encourage 
general excelience in marksmanship in the Army, the follow- 
ing plan has be«n adopted : 

[ibe plan, as given in G. O. 44, is here described. ] 

‘Vo the public spirited citizens of Nevada the Army is in- 
debtec for an additional prize to the company or battery ex- 
celling in ——- firing. The badge sent by citizens of that 
State—a very handsome and valuable one—having been ac- 
cepted by the General of the Army, is now in my custody 
pending award. 

Fully recognizing the baneful effects of intemperance on 
the morale and efliciency of the Army, resulting in individual 
cases in serious injuries to the mental and physical health, and 
leading inevitably to demoralization and disgrace, the sale 
of intoxicating hquors was, early this year, by order of the 
President, prohibited at all the military posts and stations. 

Section 1216 of the Revised Statutes, provides that when 
any private soldier shall have distinguished himself in the 
service, the President may grant him a certificate of merit, 
on the recommendation of the colonel of his regiment. 

To bring non-commissioned officers as well as privates, 
within the purview of the above-quoted section, it is sug- 
gested that it be amended by substituting for “private sol- 
dier” the words “enlisted man.” 

The new system of recruiting is described, and we are in- 
formed that *‘the recruiting service has, under the impulse 
of the new system, furnished the Army with excellent men,

As stated in the last report, the percentage of accepted re- 
cruits was not quite 22 per cent. of the total number of men 
offering themselves for enlistment. The percentage during 
the past year reached nearly 23 per cent., evidencing a per- 
ceptable increase in the moral and physical tone of appli- 
cants. 

In conclusion, Gen. Drum says: ‘For the reasons given 
in my last report, to which I beg to call your attention, and 
to give the service the full benefit of the new system, I ear- 
nestly renew the recommendation that 1,000 men, in excess 
of the present authorized strength of the Army, be allowed 
for thorough instruction at the depots.”

rown urges the repeal of the law giving officers but half 
pay when on leave exceeding thirty days in a year. 

**Very many of the officers are stationed at remote posts 
in the West, and when a leave is obtained the whole, or a 
large portion, of the thirty days is often necessarily con- 
sumed in travel to any of the Atlantic cities—where most 
of the officers desire to go—and in returning to their posts. 
The extent to which leaves should be granted may safely 
be left to the recommendation of the department and divis- 
ion commanders, and the General of the Army, and the de- 
cision of the Secretary of War.” 

He asks that his clerks be increased to fifty-six, and that 
their pay be increased ; also that the appropriations for pay 
of the Army, Mileage and General Expenses be consolidated 
under one title. ‘' This estimate may be in some cases ex- 
cessive and in others not sufficient, but in the aggregate the 
amount appropriated will be sufficient to meet all demands 
if the excess in one of them can be used to supply the de- 
ficiency in another; and thus a matronin a hospital will 
not be obliged to go without her pay until Congress meets 
and makes an appropriation for that purpose, while there is 
more than sufticient funds to pay the soldiers whom she 
nurses.” 

Attention is invited to the report of Major A. B. Carey, 
Paymaster U. 8S. A., appended, under whose immediate 
charge the payment of claims for bounty, arrears of pay, 
prize money, etc., due soldiers, both white and colored, has 
been made. 








THE STATE TROOPS. 


THE ANNUAL INSPECTIONS, 8. N. Y. 

Gen. Ropensouaes, Asst. Inspector-Gen., 8. N. Y., com- 
pleted the annual inspections and musters of the trvops of 
the National Guard of the State, during the week ending 
Friday, Oct. 28, the 11th, 71st, and 5th regiments, of New 
York City, and the 5ist regiment, Syracuse, with Captain 
Auer’s new battery and the Washington Grey’s Gatling bat- 
tery. These inspections and musters have been mcst com- 
plete in every detail, and though carried on in New York 
City during the evenings and in the armories, have not 
proved as effective in poiut of attendance as those of previous 
years, while the call for extra ceremonies, guard mounting, 
and the duties of sentinels have most plainly exhibited that, 
though the majority of the commands may go through an 
ordinary battalion drill, dress parade, or review without 
serious blunder, when anything outside of the regular 
rat is called for both officers and men are found wanting. 
In years past, a fair review, with a large percentage present, 
was considered all that was necersary to stamp a regiment 
as a first-class organization; but the new. system adopted, 
looking to general efficiency, and not numbers present, has 
somewhat demoralized many of the commands, The first 
innovation on the old-fashioned plan was made last year, 
when the inspecting officer called on one of the very strong 
regiments, which also claims to be second to none in the 
State in drill and proficiency, to execute the color ceremony. 
The request fairly staggered its colonel, and he frankly ac- 
knowledged that his command could not at that moment 
execute'the order. This request was repeated to one of the 
smaller regiments in the 1st Division, and though not carried 
out without flaw, there was not the slightest hesitancy in the 
obeying of the general’s order. Later in the season, one of 
the Brooklyn commands, which had hed a chance to rehearse 
this ceremony, executed it in splendid shape, An inspec- 
tion, made but once each year, by State officers, certainly 
should look for more than the mere examination of uniforms 
and equipments; the inspecting officer should be enabled to 
test the full efficiency of each command, and it is only by 
the sudden call for duty, other than that so freely used iu 
the armory, that he is enabled to judge of what degree the 
requisite information is taught to both officers and men. 
The mere fact of large fronts, with a showy band, and elbow 
to elbow alignments, on a street parade, does not make an 
efficient regiment, and we strongly urge regimental and 
company commanders to so vary the instruction during the 
drill season of 1881 and 1882 that their organizations will be 
ready and capable of executing any and all duty required 
from efficient soldiers. The Yorktown encampment has 
shown to the commander-in-chief of New York State what a 
good regiment should be, and we are satistied that he intends 
to place the National Guard una solid basis. This may, 
perhaps, mean disbandment or consolidation for several of 
the organizations of the State force, and from what we have 
seen of the inspections of 1881, there are organizations both 
in New York and the interior whose wiping out would most 
materially benefit the general organization, We do not 
speak advisedly thet disbandments will be the order of the 
day, but we are assured that there is an extra stir at General 
Headquarters. What it means time alone must tell. 

ELEVENTH REGIMENT, N. Y. CITY. 

On Monday, October 24, this organization assembled at its 
armory, Grand street, for annual inspection and muster, 
Colonel Unbekant in command. The regiment paraded in 
full dress uniform, the men being prompt on time and de- 
Seiving special credit for their individual appearance. Re- 
fore forming the battalion line, as the space was limited, the 
inspector requested that a guard be mounted. ‘This cere- 
mony was a most complete failure, the sergeant-major being 
absolutely lost as to his duties in the ceremony. The first 
detail arrived in good shape, but the sergt.:major forbade 
the sergeant to open ranks, There was along wait for the 
second squad, and when it did arrive the 1st sergeant dressed 
it from the right flank, with his -back to the sergt.-major. 
After awaiting for the next detail until -his patience was ex- 
hausted, he dismissed the guard, sending the details back to 
their compapies, and the a was abandoned, at least 
for that time. In the meanwhile the ten companies were 
being formed in the main hail, and without equalization the 
Sssembly was sounded for formation and the line established 
for dress parade. At this formation -the-compan i 


or pany guides 
showed a lamentable ignorance of their duties; almost all 








remained at tho “carry,” while the guide of the 6th com- 
pany did not come out until almost at the “ guide’s post” of 
the adjutant. The manual of carry, order, and parade rest 
in the 3d, 7th, and 8th companies were ragged in the ex- 
treme, while the ‘‘ parade rest” of the whole command was 
of a very poor quality, the men turning their heads and even 
adjusting their helmets. The ‘guide's post” was given be- 
fore the left company was dressed, while the guide of the 
battalion stood with his piece inverted until after the 
‘sound off.” The ceremony, as a whole, was most defec- 
tive, and fell far short of what was expected from the regi- 
ment. After the dismissal guard mount was again attempted 

one file from each company being the detail. This second 
effort was again a failure, and the men were dismissed, in 
order to try again. This guard, with its ten sergeants and 
ten single files, was anything but impressive, while the want 
of knowledge of the sergt.-major did not tend to improve it. 
The adjutant made the inspection, taking the rear rank from 
left to right. The sound off was from the halt, and there 
being no officer of the guard, the present was to the adju- 
tant, who directed the sergeant to march the guard to the 
guard house. The duties of the sentinels were on a par with 
the guard mount, of the very poorest kind. A review by 
General Rodenbough followed, end, as in the dress parade, 
tle men were very unsteady. The passage was omitted for 
want of space. ThLe companies were then wheeled into 
column for inspection and muster, Major Kobbe, of the 5th 
Brigade Staff, assisting General Rodenbough in the muster. 
The general appearance of the command during this inspec- 
tion was satisfactory, the arms, ey ry and uniforms 
being clean and in excellent shape, but the manual of in- 
spection in the companies, with one or two exceptions, was 
most defective. The muster uf the regiment shows a falling 
off in the present of 106, with a loss of 26 in the total on roll. 
Co. C, Captain John W. Fleck, carries off the honors in hav- 
ing the largest number present, as well as being the best in 
appesrance and drill during the evening, while Co. G has 
the credit of having the least number absent, 11 out of a 
total of 60. Co. I had the smallest number present, 25, 
while Co. F has the largest number absent, 42 out of 81. 
The result «f the muster was as follows: 
































The regiment has a miserable armory, and no accommoda- 
tion at all for its companies: there beiag but two rooms for 
the use of 10 companies, and no lockers in them ‘or the ser- 
vice of the men. 


SEVENTY-FIRST REGIMENT, 


This regiment assembled at its armory on Wednesday, 
October 26, at 8 P. M., for inspection and muster, the men 
being in fatigue uniform, heavy marching order. The cere- 
monies of the evening were opened with a dress purade, the 
limited space preventing Adjt.. Stevenson from completing 
the formation in his usual good shape.

CotoneL. Maitianp, Superiatendent of the Royal 
Gun Factory, Woolwich, who read a paper on the 
‘*Metallurgy and Manufacture of Modern Ordnance,” 
before the Iron and Steel Institute, in London, Oct. 12, 
in replying to the discussion which followed the 
statements of Dr. Siemens and Sir Henry Bessemer, 
that England should have had steel guns long ago, 
said, ‘“‘he did not know that he differed from them, 
but he did not doubt that there were many present who, 
20 years ago, had not such confidence in steel as they 
had now.

Probab!y 
steel would have been adopted by Woolwich 20 years 
ago but for the mistakes of its advocates, who at that 
time declared in favor of Krupp’s early method of mak 
ing guns out of solid steel blocks. The solid steel has 
never succeeded, though we should be sorry to say that 
it or anything else never will, and Krupp now builds 
up his gun by shrinking on coils in a much more elab- 
orate manner than Woolwich or even Elswick. It is 
not as generally well known as it ought to be that Sir 
W. Armstrong has of late been using coiled steel wire 
for the exterior of his guns—that is, fur the parts imme- 
diately above the inner tube—and Woolwich is working 
in the same direction. A steel gun of this character 
will be a very different affair fiom Krupp’s early ord- 
nance, and from that often advocated of lute. The 
rapid improvement in gunpowder, with its slow, 
steady pressure, is all in favor of steel instead of 
wrought-iron.” 


| Tue official successor to the ‘‘Cat” in the British 
army is thus described in the Pali Mali Gazette: The 
| War Office has published its substitute for flogging, and 
| the persons who were attached to that penalty when in- 
flicted on others will probably find much satisfaction in 
| studying the component parts of its successor. It con- 
| sists of field imprisonment No. 1 and field imprisonment 
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of material for heavy guns resulting from the general} No. 2. It may suffice to describe field imprisonment 


No.1. Under this form of punishment the offending 
soldier may be kept three months tied up in straps, 
ropes, handcuffs, fetters, or both handcuffs and fetters. 
During that period he may for 21 days, with a day’s in- 
terval every three days, be jastened, in addition to his 
other fastenings, to a ‘‘ fixed object,” so that he cannot 
move, for two hours a day. hile this is going on he 
may further be dealt with as if he had been an ordinary 
criminal under sentence of three months’ imprisonment 
with hard labour. The ingenious Torquemada of the 
War Office who has devoted his leisure and his gifts to 
this subject may be congratulated on the skill with which 
he bas accumulated horrors on horror’s head. 

A SHARP warning has been given to corrupt officials 
in Russia by the expulsion from the Admiralty of the 
head of the medical service, Surgeon-Major Busch, 
who has been deprived of his decorations and honors, 
and of all claim to a pension.
